Twenty-two years ago, John Wil- 
kinson, inventor and designer of the 
first Franklin automobile, now vice- | 
president and consulting engineer of 
the H. H. Franklin Manufacturing 
company, predicted that the automo- | 
bile would completely revolutionize 
transportation methods by land, a: 
cording to an article which appeared 
in the Syracuse Herald on January 
15, 1902. Most of his prophecy has ! 
come true, as is evident in the follow- |! 
ing quotation of the item: 

“Electricity will undoubtedly be 
the power of the future on all ra@il-| 
roads and trolley lines. The gas en- 
gine will ho'd sway for marine pur- 
poses and in place of all stationary | 
steam plants. The steam engine will 
have to go. 

“The gas engine will he used for | 
automobiles unless some inventor dis- | 
covers an economical method of gen- | 
erating electricity from heat. If this 
eceurs, electricity will supplant a!l 
powers for a'l purposes. 

“The progress in automobiles de- 
pends upon the roads, but good roads | 
are upon us and surely before an- | 
other twenty-five years goes by good 
roads will be everywhere.

DO YOU KNOW WHAT THE FEE SYSTEM IS? 


We feel sure that the average man in the community, not especially informed, 
has no idea of the iniquitous system by which our county officers are compen- 
sated. Do you know that the Sheriff, the Clerk of the Court, the Ordinary, the 
Tax Collector, the Tax Receiver, the Solicitor General and the Solicitor of the 
Criminal Court, are not paid anything for their services directly out of the 
treasury? ~*They are compensated out of a fund into which all of the fines as- 
sessed against criminals, all of the funds arising from the forfeiture of bonds, 
and the cost bills which arise in litigation as costs of court, are placed. Also, 
the law provides a commission for the collection of taxes, as well as penalties. 
These officers get for themselves all of this money, and none of it goes into the 
County Treasury. 

When this system was inaugurated, there were many reasons which impelied 
its adoption. After the Civil War the administration of justice was in complete 
disorganization. It was next to impossible to collect taxes or funds with which 
to operate the government, and at the time it was felt that by providing pen- 
alties and forfeitures, which should be paid to the officers called upon to execute 
the processes of the law, it would offer an inducement and a reward which it 
was hoped would have the effect of encouraging these officers in the re-establish- 
ment of the orderly processes of the law. At that time the funds arising out 
of these forfeitures, which came to be known as the fee system, were not unrea- 
sonably large and the system was undoubtedly of value for the purposes for 
which it wav intended. 

But we have long since outgrown the necessity for such a system, even in the 
smaller counties, but in a county like Fulton, with tax assessments of two hun- 
dred million, and where thousands of cases arise each year, out of which costs 
and penalties come, the great sum arising from this system has brought about a 
problem which is morally wrong, corrupting in its every influence, and unjust 
and unfair to every honest citizen who pays taxes. Whereas, under Federal 
Court procedure, officers are paid salaries ranging around $7,500, the corre- 
sponding state officers in Fulton County are collecting more than $50,000 each 
for similar services. All of this money should properly be placed in the County 
Treasury. 

As an illustration of how the system would work’ if Chief Beavers is elected, 
we cite you to a comparison between the Municipal Court of Atlanta and the 
other courts of the county. During the past year the Municipal Court, which 
is on a Salary basis—and the salaries of which are said by many people to be very 
liberal—paid into the County Treasury approximately $125,000. There was 
paid out of the Treasury for its account $126,000. A part of this latter sum 
was represented by investment in furniture, so that this court, handling many 
times the number of cases handled by the other courts, operated at an actual 
profit to the county. Whereas, by comparison, the county paid from its Treas- 
ury more than $325,000 to maintain the operation of the other courts, the 
county did not receive one penny in return from these courts, notwithstanding 
that it is well known that the costs in these other courts are more than double 
the costs in the Municipal Court.

Taken together, the entire sum which might have been paid into the Treasury, 
if all of the fines, forfeitures, costs and commissions had been returned to the 
Treasury, it is believed would have been more than $600,000, so that, after all 
of the salaries and charges had been paid for the operation of the administrative 
offices of the county, including the courts, there would have remained nearly 
$400,000 as a clear saving to the County. 

We propose to end the fee system now by doing it voluntarily, and if the 
county officeholders are sincere in their statement that they want to see the 
offices on a salary basis, all of these offices could be put on a Salary basis this 
day by the officers simply subscribing to Chief Beavers’ platform. I{ would not 
be necessary to pass a constitutional amendment or to face litigation over any- 
thing the County Commissioners might do. The offices would be put on a ‘$al- 
ary basis on, Chief Beavers’ proposition while this litigation was pending and 
while the constitutional amendment was being adopted. 


If the fee system is ended in Fulton County at this time, it will be the direct 

result of the platform of Chief Beavers in announcing his candidacy for Sheriff. 
He deserves to be elected as a reward for this,inestimable service, to say noth- 
ing of his thirty-five years of outstanding public service. Boards and committees 
have come and gone—some have held up his hands, and others have sought to 
engulf him, but for twelve years James L. Beavers has sto@d out as the one bold, 
fearless, uncompromising figure, who has stood for the honest and open admin- 
istration of the law, in the interest of clean things in Atlanta. His most vindic- 
tive enemics are compelled to record an acknowledgment of his character and 
fearless principle. 

Chief Beavers proposes that if he is elected Sheriff, he will instantly and finally 
put the office on a salary basis and return the re Fe to the county. Rees is 
no power on earth to prevent him from doing thi s, and when he does it, the of- 
fice of Sheriff would then be on a salary basis—and we believe the ‘example 
would be irresistible in forcing a change in the law, so that the fee sytem would 
be promptly ended in all the ‘other offices. 

The fee system is wrong in principle. It surrounds every officer who admin- 
isters the law with an atmosphere tending to license the very things that the 
law is intended to prevent. It is morally wrong to permit the administrative 
officers of the law to have a financial interest in the result of legal contests. 
There can be no possible reason why seven county officers should have the 
right to divide among themselves, as their individual property, approximately 
$400,000 per annum, which arises out of fines and forfeitures and costs exacted 
by the State as penalties and expenses for the public administration of the law. 
' Aside from morals, if this money were put in the treasury, taxes could be 
reduced by the sum of $350,000 per annum. This means that each indivi¢ual 
taxpayer would save 10 per cent of the amount he has to pay in taxes. You 
can figure for yourself the amount of money you are contributing directly to 
the coffers of the men who hold office in this county. 

If Chief Beavers is elected, this fee system can be ended now. If other county 
officers running on a similar platform are elected, it would help to insure the 


prompt passage of a law to repeal the fee system.

OUR IMPERVIOUS HIDE. 

Physiology isstillthe most unpopu- 
lar of all branches of knowledge that 
pertain to human welfare. Our school 
authorities, seeimg how the wind 
blows, make a huge success of the 
teaching of physiology, so that when 
we leave school, if there is any one 
thing we are quite certain about it 
is precisely how many bones there 
are ir the human body, that is, count- 
ing the skull as one sclid bone. 

In a recent talk about some minor 
skin trouble [ took occasion to sneak 
in a dash of physiology, by asserting 
bluutly that no medicine food, nutri- 
ent, substance or chemica! is absorbed 
by the unbroken skin. Jthat is to 
say, nothing of the kind penetrates 
the ckin when applied or rubbed upon 
the skin and therefore no system'c 
effect can be obtained in that way. 

This elicite’ a vigorous reaction. 
Numerous impertinent questions werc 
submitted in that confident way ot 
ithe superficially educated individual 
who knows so many things which 
ain’t so. Various “well known” if not 
scientifically accredited “authorities” 
were quoted or cited to corfound me. 
One of the most indignant monitors 
cited even au “eminent authority,’ 
who is now serving a sentence ‘mn 
prison for fraud. I cannot give seri- 
ous attention to impertizent ques- 
tions, for that would just lose us in 
the woods. But here is a pertinent 
question asked in a courteous way ov 
one correspondent : 

Why do physicians so frequently 
prescribe inunctions with mercury 
ointment. in the treatment of consti- 
tutional syphilis if no constitutional 


effect can be obtained by absorption 
through the skin? 

That did nearly drive me througn 
the ropes, but I have kert in training 
| for years for just such wallops, and 1 
bounced right back with the disap- 
pointing physiological truth. The sys- 
temic effect unquestionable produced 
by mercurial inunctions or rubbing in 
of a mercury ointment is due _ fo 
the volatization of the mercury "y 
the heat of. the body and the inhala 
tion of sufficient to produce the sys- 
temi: effect. This is the well provea 
physiological truth about inunction.
